Wednesday, Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin called the grand jury into ses- 
sion to meet at 10 o'clock this morp- 
ing and continue its investigation into 
alleged municipal graft and corrup- 
tion today, Friday and Saturday. 

“We have no time to waste in this 
inquiry,” Mr. Boykin said in announc- 
ing that the time between now and 
next Tuesday, the new date set for 
the trials of White and Price, would 
be utilized by the grand jury. “We 
have scores of witnesses waiting to be 
heard and want their testimony before 
the grand jury as soon as possible.” 

Mr. Boykin late Wednesday after- 
poon essigned one investigator to sum- 
moning the grand jury to meet this 
morning and sent the remainder of his 
staff over the city with subpoenas 
for witnesses.

BY BLAST IN SHAFT 


West Virginia Coal Mine 


Scene of Tragedy Early 
Wednesday. | 


ARNETTSVILLE, W. Va., March 
26.—(/)— Twelve miners perished to- 
day in the dark recesses of the Yukon 
mine of the Grown Coal Company here 
in an explosion of gas. Nineteen men 
were in the mine at the time and seven 
escaped. 

The blast occurred about 4,000 feet 
from the slepe entrance in what is 
known as No. 9 Right Heading, and 
the miners who met death were la- 
boring in that part of the workings. 
The ones who escaped were unaware 
of the explosion until they reached 
the outside. 

The bodies had been removed from | 
the workings tonight. Some were | 
badly scorched. Only a small section | 


of the mine was damaged.

Group of Islands Off 
Sicilian Coast Ravaged 
by Violent Earthquake, 
Is Report. 


MESSINA, Italy, March 26.—(UN) 
A violent earthquake struck the Lipari 
islands, off*the north coast of Sicily 
today and rendered all houses there 
uninhabitable, the prefecture of the 
province of. Messina announced to- 
night. The people, of whom there are 
more than 20,000 on the islands, were 
said to be living in the open. 

The village of Filicudi on the island 
of the same name ‘was reported de- 
stroyed. 

Destroyers and steamers were de- 
scribed as hastening to the islands 


with medicines and foodstuffs. 
The quake occurred at 11:52 a. m.

The Lipari islands, formerly called 
the Aeolian islands, are a group of 
voleanic islets in the Mediterranean 
15 to 30 miles from northern Sicily, 
and lie in Messina province. Their 
total area is 44 square miles. 

The seven principal islands are 
Lipari, Vuleano, Stromboli, Salina, 
Panaria, Filicudi, and Alicudi. There 
are active volcanos on Stromboli and 
Vulcano and all the other islands are 
mountainous and volcanic. 

Lipari at present is used as a pris- 
on colony by the Italian government. 
Rancesco Nitti, nephew of the noted 
anti-fascist of the same name, escaped 
from the colony and recently wrote 
a book, “Escape,” describing his ex- 
periences, 

The Messina observatory reported it 
had, recorded a sharp earthquake, the 
epicenter of ‘which-was 5, miles 
distant, in addition to the Lipari 
temblor.

Minimum of 34 Degrees 
Wednesday Due To Re- 
peat Itself. 


Still recoiling from the wintry 


blasts which drove the temperature 
down to 34 here early Wednesday 
morning, Atlanta will be subjected to 
similar treatment by the elements to- 
day, complicated by the addition of a 
heavy frost which will extend from 
Rabun Gap to Tybee Light as the 
chilling breezes begin to moderate, ac- 
cording to the Jatest official forecast 
of C. F. von Herrmann, local. me- 
teorologist. 

The bureau chief expressed some 
apprehension over possible damage to 
fruit trees and other crops in the 
southern part of the state, where the 
vegetation is in unusually advanced 
state due to the recent spring-like con- 
ditions. 

Temperatures here Wednesday rang- 
ed from 34 up to 44, and practically 
the same extremes are anticipated for 
today. The frost line will extend all 
the way to the coast, Mr. von Herr- 
man stated, but probably won't cross 
the Florida border. 

Not satisfied with the brief snow- 
storm which visited the city Tuesday 
afternoon, the elements released still 
another flurry outburst in the early 
hours of Wednesday morning and 
traces of white were visible in many 
spots when the sun put in its ap- 
pearance. For the most part, how- 
ever, the flakes melted as they struck 
the ground.

TO'WITGH QUERY 
BROUGHT MURDER 


Indian Woman, on Stand, 
Tells Amazing Story of 
Mrs. Marchand’s Death.

BUFFALO, N. .Y¥., Mareh 26.— 

(UN)—The wrong answer—a_ face- 
tious affirmative to an old Indian 
woman's earnest query, “Are you a 
witch?’’—were the last words spoken” 
by Mrs. Clothilde Marchand, wife of 
the internationally known artist in 
Indian subjects, according to the testi- 
mony today of Mrs. Nancy Bowen, a 
Senaca squaw. 
Mrs. Bowen, mumbling, nearly 
toothless and senescent, is the state's 
star witness against Lila Jimerson, 
the 35-year-old tubercular Indian 
maiden charged by the state with in- 
spiring the old woman to kill Mrs. 
Marchand. 

Hundreds of persons blocked the cor- 
ridors of the courthouse in an effort 
to hear the old woman’s artless story 
of how she had been persuaded to kill 
Mrs. Marchand by Lila, who had 
posed in the nude for Henri Marchand 
and had, the state contends, become 
jealous of his wife.

And so Mrs. Bowen gathered togeth- 
er certain things in a basket and went 
to call upon the “witch.” In the 
basket she put a pint of whisky. She 
put in some earth that had _ been 
treated with chicken blood and other 
substances in order to counteract the 
magic of some potent earth she had 
been informed Mrs. Marchand pos- 
sessed. She put in a bottle of chloro- 
form and a ten-cent hammer which 
she said Lila gave her. And she put 
in a wad of paper and a handful of 
cotton.

TRUCE 1S PROPOSED 
N TARIFE DISPUTES 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—()— 
A’ drive for solution of troubles over 
the flexible provision of the tariff bill 
was begun today with Senator Vapn- 
denberg, of Wisconsin, an administra- 
tion republican, proposing a compro- 
mise on this dispute between the sen- 
ate and the house and the president. 

This controversy is regarded at the 
capitol as the big problem in the way 
of an early agreement between the 
senate and house in the forthcoming 
conferences on the tariff. Senator 
Vandenberg’s proposal was advanced 
in a letter to Chairman Smoot, of the 
senate conferees, 

The Michigan senator advocated 

, retention of the present law, as de- 
manded by President Hoover, allow- 
jing the president power to modify 
tariff rates, but he would give over 
this power to congress, as provided in 
the senate bill, when congress is in 
session. 

The proposal was looked upon by 
some senators as one possibly accept- 
able to the Hoover administration, in 
view of the friendly relations existing 
hetween Vandenberg and the presi- 
dent. The Michigan senator gave no 
such intimation, however. 

Silence Kept. 

The prospective conferees on the 
tariff measure are keeping silent. The 
house will vote next week on the 
senate bill. What instructions, if 
any, will be given its conferees have 
not been decided. 

Meanwhile, the senate has not for- 
mally appointed its conferees. 

Despite the many differences  be- 
tween the house and senate on tariff 
rates, congressional leaders believe the 
whole tariff problem lies in the set- 
tlement of the disputes over the flex- 
ible provision and the export deben- 
ture. 

Over the expressed opposition of the 
president, the senate coalition of demo- 
erats and republican § independents 
modified the present flexible provision 
and added the export debenture to the 
vill. 

At the capitol the opinion seems to 
prevail that the president will sign the 
bill, i€@ the export debenture is elim- 
inated and the senate flexible pro- 
vision modified.

LET THE TRIALS PROCEED. 

The constitutional guarantees of 
a fair, speedy and impartial trial 
for every one accused in the public 
courts are ample and obtainable 
without resort to thin technicalities 
and distracting delays. The guar- 
antees run in behalf of the people 
as fully as to the accused. 

When paramount public interests 
are involved in any trial there should 
be square-dealing co-operation by 
all parties involved to have the is- 
sue determined by due process of 
law and with essential promptness. 
No man called to trial for a charged 
offense should be denied all avail- 
able evidente in his favor, but when 
any evidence is unaviilable in due 
course its unavailability should not 
be allowed to submerge and wreck 
the public interest in the issue to 
be tried. 

The judicial system provides for 
obtaining the testimony of witnesses 
who are ill, or beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the court and the power of 
its subpoena, There are the alter- 
natives of examination in the pres- 
ence of the sick witness, or deposi- 
tions legally taken, or the reading 
of the testimony needed that was 
delivered on oath in another trial. 

Without denying any proper legal 
right of a person accused the trial 
of the issue between him and the 
State should not be burdened and 
delayed when a prompt way can be 
lawfully bound to deal justice both 
to him and to the offended public.

You yourself advise people to use 
the ultra-violet rays of the sun in the 
winter, instead of an arc lamp. The 
ultra-violet rays of the northern sun- 
light are not worth a hoot in our win- 
fer time, even at noon, and you know 
it.

A Tariff for Revenue Only. 


The use of a tariff is to obtain reve- 
nue to apply to the expenses of gov- 
ernment, by charging certain fixed 
taxes upon goods, imported into the 
country from foreign fields and fac- 
tories, to find a profitable market in 
this country. 

The revenue purpose was the orig- 
inal one and for that reason the demo- 
cratic party, on its formation to for- 
ward a definite line of national poli- 
cies, adopted the principle of “a tariff 
for revenue only,” measured and 


ment from time to time. 

In the early years of the republic 
the only other sources of income to the 
government that were permissible, as 
the constitution was interpreted, were 
“direct taxes” or revenues from public 
property. The constitution said, how- 
ever, that “no capitation (poll tax) or 
other direct tax shall be laid unless in 
proportion to the census” of popula- 
tion, making it uniform upon all.

Then Land Sales Entered the Scene. 


As the country grew in popula- 
tion and the states in ponderance, the 
east building manufacturing interests. 
the south remaining agricultural and 
depending most upon expanding cot- 
ton culture, and the west becoming 
the prey of pioneers seeking free lands 
and forming free states, any resort to 
direct taxes became impracticable of 
just imposition. 

The government surveyed its pub- 
lic lands and began to sell them to 
settlers upon them and the proceeds 
from those lands became a bone of 
contention in the congress The older 
states demanded the distribution of the 
land revenues among them to pay their 
state debts and reduce their taxes 
Those demands brought on some of 
the most heated and bitter contests 
ever waged upon the floors of the con- 
gress. They continued for many years.

Nursing the “American System.” 

It was Henry Clay, of Kentucky, 
who conceived the general scheme of 
promoting American manufactures to 


take the place of mapy lines of goods 
imported from abroad, by levying upon 


the latter tariff rates that would re- 
duce their volume, if they did not 
practically prohibit their profitable in- 
troduction into our markets. 

He dubbed the scheme of dual pro- 
tection and prohibition the “American 
System,” and thus he laid the foun- 
dation for the “protective tariffs” that 
have alternated since with the demo- 
cratic “low tariffs’ of our history. 

The protectionist scheme took such 
strong hold upon the industrialists of 
the nation as to force the democrats 
to adopt, since the War Between the 
States, a modified policy of “‘tariff for 
revenue, with incidental protection,” 
as a means of saving certain elements 
of industrial and labor. support. 


What Produced the Present Rucus. 


Brought down to date the tariff 
problem has developed. since the 
World War, into a conflict between 
the agricultural producers and the 
non-agricultural industries of the na- 
tion. : 

The farmers finding that the war 
‘speeding up of agricultural production 
has brought to them large surpluses 
of produce which the limited purchas- 
ing power of war-ravished European 
people could not take and: pay for, 
have been demanding some form of 
relief, They have been selling low in 
open markets abroad and buying in 
highly protected home markets. They 
have been losing at both ends. 

The politicians -said that the farm- 
ers need to have agriculture protected 
on a parity with other industries. 
President Hoover agreed to that and 
called upon congress to establish the 
equality, but congress has yielded to 
the opulent manufacturers and is mak- 
ing a tariff more in their interest and 
not visibly of any profit to the farm- 
ers. Hence the rucusd ‘ 


Tariffs Are Made By Trading. 

The common man, to whom the 
name of tariff calls up visions of a 
gigantic, back-aeting, rip-roaring 
willapus-wallapus, devouring the peo- 
ple as it rages over the land, must 
understand that tariffs are made by 
trading. They are no longer seriously 
worked out for the best revenue re- 
sults and for the fair and reasonable 
protection of American industry and 
labor. 

From the minute a tariff bill is 
taken up in the committee of ways and 
means of the congress it is in the horse 
swapping lot and the traders begin 
to barter votes for the benefit of their 
home industries and supporters. 

The only restriction the tariff mak- 
ers feel, no matter which party they 
belong with, is the doubt as to how 
much protection sweating of their 
pocket books and family budgets the 
mass of the voters will stand for with- 
out kicking out of the. party traces. 


A Great Awakening Coming. 

This tariff bill that congress is 
now cooking into a dish to set before 
the voters of the country is one that 
will have divers effects upon the 
palates of the people. 

It will be displayed, dissected and 
given specific illustrations until every 
sensible voter in the land will have 


opportunity to judge it, for good or ill. ! 


There are things in it, like the extra 
hike of $32,000,000 at least in the 
sugar costs to the people, that will 
cause much rebellion against it. 

The fact that fhe whole bill is a 
campaign document for the republic- 
ans, a payment of the latest campaign 
debts and the magnet for. larger cam- 
paign funds from the _ profiteering 
manufacturers will not be lost upon 
the general electorate.

Young Believes Market 
Crash of Last Fall Will 
Not Soon Be Forgot- 

ten, Discouraging 
Artificial Efforts 
To Advance 
Market. 


Governor Roy Young of the federal 
reserve board does not beneve that 
there will be any immediate recurrence 
of the stock market hysteria of 1928 
and 1929. Before the American Auto- 
mobile Association executives last 
week, he intimated as much. 

The rise in the stock market prices 
and the increase in brokers’ loans 


have been gradual. Governor Young 
thinks that the catastrophic market 
declines last year will not soon 
forgotten and that « ‘they will hold 
back any artificial efforts to advance 
the market. 

The federal reserve itself has its 
own investment problem on its hands. 
The last report shows member banks 
now have bills discounted at the re- 
serve banks tetalling only $205,000,- 
000 as compared to $942,000,000 a 
year ago. Pretty small business that. 

Just how much reserve credit should 
be poured into the market by pur- 
chasing government securities is still 
an undetermined question. Federal 
reserve authorities are going slow 
while they study the question. 

Information from Washington indi- 
cates that a thorough investigation 
of the general credit situation, with 
special emphasis on the federal re 
serve credit policy during the last 
two years, may still be undertaken at 
this session of congress, which hopes 
to adjourn by the middle of June. 

That any definite legislation, dealing 
with the subject, will be enacted or 
even introduced at the present session 
no one now believes. 

It looks as though the Canadian 
Pacific railroad will be authorized by 
the Canadian parliament to exchange 
its shares four for one. by reducing 
the par value from $100 to $25. 

The growth of the Canadian Pa- 
cifie parallels the growth of Canada. 
Krom 1880 to 1885, when its line from 
Montreal to the Pacific was being 
completed, its common stock was in- 
creased from $25,000,000 to $65,000,- 
000. In 1908 the stock outstanding 
totalled $150,000,000; in 1912, $260,- 
000,000. Today it stands at $335,- 
00,000. 

This property, one of the richest in 
the world, has total assets of $1,339,- 
000,000, with 97 per cent of these 
assets in Canada. 

Who owns its common stock? Ac 
cording to President E. W. Beatty, 
18.07 per cent is held in Canada, 
42.09 per cent in England, 32.06 per 
cent in the United States, and a small 
amount elsewhere. 

Last year was an unfavorable trans- 
portation year in the dominion. The 
Canadian Pacific’s gross’ receipts 
were $19,000,000 less than in 1928.

The soviet government will supply 
all labor and materials in the con- 
struction, while the American firm 
will supply the machinery—mostly 
from the United States—and train the 
Russians how to handle it. 

A rich body of Mangetite ore lies 
nearby. Cooking coal, 50 to 100 miles 
away, will be tapped by the new 
Southern Siberian railroad now under 
construction. 

And while this is going on, a new 
$55.000,000 power plant to adjoin the 
steel works is to be built. This con- 
tract, however, has so far not been 
let.

“I regard such a man as more nota- 
ble and useful than Shakespeare, De- 
mosthenes, Peter the Great, and many 
of the other tiresome favorites of his- 
tory ... 1 love the story of the = 
boy who makes good ... and I hear 
Henry C. Ulen was not only poor 
when a boy, but noisy and lazy; he 
hated school, and mothers in Lebanon 
said to their sons: ‘Don’t play with 


‘that Ulen boy’.”

United States Embassy in Havana

Representative of The Constitution On the Recent Georgia-Florida 
Good-Will Tour To Cuba 


Significant of the growing realiza- 
tion in the United States of the im- 
portance of'Cuba as a market for our 
manufactured goods and the haven of 
increasing thousands of tourists an- 
nually, is the recent removal of the 
American embassy in Havana from 
the office building in which it has 
been geerteees for many years to a 
beautiful three-story building, located 
only a block away from the presi- 
dent’s palace. 

Americans as a rule have only slight 
knowledge of the economie importance 
of Cuba to the United States. They 
do not know, for instance, that of her 
totalannualexports of approximately 
$300,000,000, the United States buys 
between $250,000,000, and that of 
the $250,000,000 of goods that Cuba 
imports each year, the United States 
supplies more than a half. 


Notwithstanding the present eco- 
nomic depression in Cuba, large in- 
dustrial and public works’ programs 
are in progress. The new $22,00U,- 
000 capitol at Havana, a building of 
surpassing beauty, is nearing comple- 
tion; the great $75,000.000 highway 
program is being rapidly gone for- 
ward with; a new $6,000,000 hotel 
overlooking the bay at Havana will 
be finished during the present year 
and many other major projects are 
under way. In all of these projects 
American dollars and American brains 
are being used to a large extent. 


As a matter of fact the surface of 
the commercial development of Cuba 
has hardly been scratched. It is rich 
in natural wealth of various kinds, 
and while the development of these 
resources has been rapid during the 
quarter of a century which has passed 
since the birth of the little republic, 
it is a certainty that her progress 
along these lines is only a beginning 
ns what may be expected in the fu- 
ure, 


CUBA’S LATENT 
WEALTH. 


In a recent statement, George Reno, 
chief of the bureau of information of 
Cuba's department of agriculture, gave 
a brief, but striikng outline of the 
possibilities of development which are 
still ahead for the little island re- 
public. In commé@nting on how lit- 
tle is generally known of the latest 
wealth of Cuba, Mr. Reno said: 


“In spite of the fact that for four 
hundred years the Pearl of the An- 
tilles has always been in the lime- 
light of political and commercial ac- 
tivity, to the people of the outside 
world, but little is really known of 
the wondrous wealth of her natural 
resources, of her delightful climate, 
of her rich soil, of her freedom from 
oppressive heat and biting cold; of 


} the health-giving sea breeze, healin 


waters; of:her marvelous, deep, land- 
locked harbors; of her forest covered 
hills, mountains, valleys, plateaux and 
grass covered plains: of the rare 
beauty of her ever-changing land- 
scapes, adorned by thousands of royal 
palms, orchids and flaming flamboy- 
ances and purple bourganvilles. 

_“The business world knows the fer- 
tile fields and abundant rainfalls of 
summer yield cane and produce sugar 
more easily and abundantly than any 
other section of America and her to- 
bacco is noted for its excellence all 
over the world, but aside from these 
true patent facts a knowledge of 
Cuba’s resources, agricultural, mineral 


or industrial, almost nothing is known. 
Even her own people fail to realize 
the great commercial and economir 
possibilities of the island’s present and 
future, 

“The value or extent of her mineral 
resources, of her iron, copper, chrome, 
manganese, mercury, oil, asphalt and 
cement clay, is still.a matter of spec- 
ulation.” 


SIGNIFICANCE 
OF NEW EMBASSY. ; 


_ Members of the United States em- 
bassy statt fr talking to leaders of 
the recent Georgia-Florida Good Will 
tour attached significance to the mov- 
ing of the embassy to its beautiful 
new quarters as a move indicating 
the desire to lend emphasis to the 
economic and cultural aspects of Cu- 
ban-American relations. 


It was pointed out that Cuba, from 
both economic and cultural points of 
view, is becoming increasingly impor- 
tant in the eyes of the United States, 
and that we are daily becoming more 
cognizant of Cuba’s position as both 
importer ahd exporter of leading com- 
modities. Consequently it was felt 
that the official headquarters of the 
United States in Havana should be of 
a nature to reflect that trend. 

A growing consciousness of the cur- 
rent Pan-American movement to de- 
velop the fine arts also figured in the 
embassy’s relocation in more auspici- 
ous quarters. Of late years the en- 
tire western hemisphere has develop- 
ed a more and more acute sense of 
the desirability of bringing before the 
world art, letters and architecture 
equally as distinctive and as cultured 
as that emanating from the Furopean 
continent. To date leadership in the 
activity has been about equally di- 
vided between North and South 
America. For this reason great care 
was exercised in selecting the quar- 
ters tor the new embassy that the 
building should represent the best in 
Latin-American. architecture. 

: e new quarters occupy an en- 
tire three-story structure of tile and 
sandstone containing eleven private 
offices and two reception halls, with 
offices for Ambassador »Guggenheim 
on the second floor. The new em- 
bassy is on the beautiful Avenida 
de las Masiones, with its Royal palms, 
Spanish laurel trees and flaming 
tropical flowers, 
in former days of members of the 
Spanish royalty. It was secured by 
Ambassador Guggenheim from the 
Marques de la Real Proclamacion, pos- 
sessor of one of the oldest titles in 
Cuba—a title derived from the Crown 
of Spain—and he and his two sons 
moved to an apartment in Havana 
to make way for the embassy. 

_ To the north of the new embassy, 
Just across the narrow neck of water 
leading to the harbor, stands Morro 
Castle, flashing American history and 
romance from every turret and gun. 
To the south, on the avenue, stands 
the palace of President Machado, the 
symbol of modern peace and progress. 

Not only was the removal of the 
embassy from its former cramped 
quarters, to a building where it could 
more readily handle the increasing 
interests of Americans in Cuba, a 
most progressive move, but in addi- 
tion the selection of the particular 
building, in the 
stands, was particularly happy in its 
appeal to the sentimental and roman- 
tic side of the Cubans.

These proud ones are the friends most worth keeping, and their 
sense of fair play might prevent a.complete rupture if they were handled 
tactfully; but their poverty keeps them at work and imposes social ob- 
ligations among their own kind, so that they are seldom free to share

PERRY 15 SELECTED 
AS EPISCOPAL BISHOP 


CHICAGO, March 26.—(#)—The 
Right Rev. James De Wolf Perry, 
D. D., of Rhode Island, was elected 
presiding bishop of the Episcopal 
church in America today by the house 


of bishops. 

Bishop Perry was chosen on the 
seventh ballot by the_ convention, 
which is meeting in St. James cathe- 
dral. He received 69 votes, one more 
than the majority of 68 needed. There 
are 134 bishops eligible to vote, but 
only 84 were present at the ballot- 
ing. ‘The storm having barred the 
others from attending. 

The Episcopal prelates were called 
by their dean, Bishop William Leon- 
ard, of Ohio, to choose a presiding bish- 
op to succeed the Most Rev. Charles 
Palmerston Anderson, of Chicago, who 
died last month. Bishop Frederick 
Reese, of Georgia, sat as temporary 
chairman of the session. Balloting 
began at noon and the result was an- 
nounced just after 5 p.m. The names 
of 17 candidates were proposed. 

Bishop Perry was born at German- 
town, Pa., October 3, 1871, where his 
father, the late Rev. James De Wolf 
Perry, was rector of Calvary Episco- 
pal church. He is descended from an 
old New England family. 

He received his early 'iiieetiie in 
Germantown academy, from which he 
was graduated in 1887. He then matri- 
culated at the University of Pennsy]- 
vania, from which he was graduated 
with the degree of A. B. in 1891. 

Entering the Episcopal Theological 
seminary at Cambridge, Mass., im- 
mediately afterward, he was graduat- 


‘ed from that institution in 1895 with 


the degree of B. The same year 
he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Lawrence and one year later priest by 
the same authority. 


Actress Seeks Part 
Of Erlanger Estate 


NEW YORK, March 26.—()— 
Charlotte L. Fiscal, who as an actress 
some years ago appeared on the stage 
as Charlotte Leslie, and who is claim- 
ing a widow's share of the estate of 
the late A. L. Erlanger, theater mag- 
nate, has the right to contest Erlan- 
gers will, Surrogate James A. Foley 
ruled today.

NEW YORK, March 26.—(4)—A 
roaring bull movement in the utility 
shares developed in today’s stock mar- 
ket, reminisceyt of that of the closing 
months of the so-called Coolidge- 
Hoover market. Powerful speculators 
for the rise turned to the utility 
shares late in the session, after stren- 
uous efforts in other sections of the 
list began #to encounter considerable 
resistance. The tape reeled off dozens 
of transactions of 5,000. to 35,000 
shares. These wholesale operations 
boosted the day’s sales across the 
5,000,000 mark for the first time since 
December 20. 

The day's bull movement was ji- 
marily a movement of selected stockse 
Vils were for the most part allowed 
to lag, although Standard of New 
Jersey was sent up a_ couple of 
points further into new high ground. 
Rails were largely neglected, and ac- 
tivity in the industrial shares was 
discriminating. ._The price index of 
50 industrials gained only about 
11-2 points, that of 20 rails showed 
little change, while the index of 20 
utilities was carried up nearly 10 
points to 261.2, the highest level since 
October 23, the date of one of the 
crashes preliminary to the complete 
collapse of the market in November. 
At that time, however, the index had 
been reduced approximately 90 points 
from the peak level reached in late 
September. Today’s sharp rise car- 
ried it to the level of late last June. 

Business News Better. 

The day's business news was defi- 
nitely more cheerful, and feeling that 
with the first sign of the spring up- 
turn appearing, the time was ripe for 
a demonstration that would attract 
wide attention, the bull party let 
loose its choicest fireworks.. 

The weekly freight car loading fig- 
ures were decidedly more cheerful than 
those of recent weeks. The total 
showed but a small gain~ over the 
previous week, and was still far be- 
low the like level, of a year ago. 


Loadings of miscellaneous freight, 
however, which is regarded as one of 
the best indications of the movement 
of. merchandise, was approximately 
19.000 cars gbove the previous week. 

This was largely offset in the total 
by a drop of seme 15°000 cars in the 
movement of coal. The weekly steel 
‘trade reviews, while rather conserva- 
tive in tone; pointed to a slight in- 
crease in steel production this week 
as a cheering development, after the 
succession of declines since mid- 
February. 

Such shares as American Power & 
Light, American Water” Works, Co- 
lumbia Gas, Consolidated Gas, Electric 
Power & Light, North American, Pub- 
lie Service of New Jersey, United 
Corporation and United Gas Improve- 
ment rose 3 to 9 points to new high 
for the recovery. Western Union re- 
gained all but a fraction of yester- 
day’s 12-point drop. General Electric 
was an active feature of the indus- 
trials, rising more than 2 points to 
a new 1930 high at 80 1-4, a block 
of 35,000 shares changing hands on 
the way up. Commercial Solvents also 
was turned over in huge volume, ris- 
ing about 2 points to a new peak. A. 
M. Byers rose about 5 points to a new 
high, but lost half its gain later. The 
American Tobacco shares, Corn Prod- 
ucts, Raybestos, Manhattan, Bullard, 
Company, Checker Cab and Westing- 
house Blectric sold up 3 to 7 points. 
United States Steel closed only about 
a point bigher. A wide sprinkling of 
stocks closed lower, including Good- 
year and United Carbon, off 9 and 3 
points. Losses of a point or so were 
numerous. 

Credit Virtually Unchanged. 

Credit conditions showed little 
change. Call money eased a little, 
renewing at 3 1-2 per cent, and hold- 
ing at that level through the day. 
Time money and bankers’ acceptances 
were firm at the higher rate inaugu- 
rated this week. It was regarded as 
a foregone conclusion that brokers’ 
loans tomorrow would show a sharp 
gain. Wall Street understands that 
federal reserve officials do not favor 
a further reduction in the rediscount 
rate, 

Commodities were mostly steady. 
Wheat chosed 1-4 to 3-4 of a cent 
higher, influenced by bullish weather 
and crop reports. Corn closed prac- 
tically unchanged. Cotton futures 
were $1. higher to 30 cents a bale 
lower. 

Foreign exchanges were irregular. 
Both sterling and franes reacted a 
little from their recent high levels, 
sterling cables ruling at $4.86 3-4, off 
1-4. The Canadian dollar, which went 
to a slight premium on Monday, was 
at a discount of 1-16 of a cent.

Tribune today said three Chicago grain 
dealers -are charged with attempting 


to manipulate grain prices in federal 


complaints which will be heard here 
April 7. : 

The charges, as quoted by the Trib- 
une, are that the three Chicagoans 
were responsible for the sale of .at 
least 345,000 buShels of wheat last 
summer at prices both lower and 
higher than the market and that they 
sent out misleading and inaccurate 
market information, all in an -effort 
to control prices. 


The men named in the complaint 
said to have been signed by Secretary 
of Agriculture Hyde are G. K. Massey, 
John 8S. Reddy and Phillip J: Reddy, 
all members of the board of trade. 

The hearing before the grain fu- 
tures administration commission will 
be the first of its kind since that 
body was created by the federal grain 
futures administration act, nearly 
eight years ago. Two years ago offi- 
cials of the Armour Grain Company 
were cited for violation of the grain 
futures act, but the filing of bank- 
ruptcy papers prevented a hearing on 
the complaints. 

The paper said the actions on which 
the complaint is based started on July 
11, 1929, and continued to August 1, 
with ‘all transactions in December 
wheat. The first sale cited by the 
government is alleged to have been 
made by Massey on an order for “M. 
M. Darlirig. Enid, Okla.” Massey is 
charged with having sold the 3.000 
bushels of wheat to himself at 1 to 
1 1-2 cents a bushel less than the 
market price, but is accused of having 
sepertag the sale as made to the Reddy 

irm. 


Similar transactions followed, thie 
complaint is quoted as saying, until 
the three men had, “through ruses. 
schemes and devices” caused to he hold 
hundreds of thousand of bushels. 

_The three are charged with further

LAVARRE WIND 
IN EXTRADITION FIGHT 


NEW YORK, March 26.—()— 
William J. LaVarre, southern news- 
paper publisher, obtained a writ of 
habeas corpus today in his fight 
against removal to Macon, Ga., in 
answer to a charge of criminal con- 
tempt of court. 

Under the order, issued by Federal 
Judge Frank J. Coleman, LaVarre'’s 
case is returned to United States 
Commissioner Francis O’Neill who 
must allow the publisher to submit 
evidence in his own behalf in his bat- 
tle against extradition. 

Commissioner O’Neill, in a ruling 
made March 19, refused to hold a 
hearing on the contempt charge and 
ordered LaVarre committed for re- 
moval. :
